To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  /ear  1967  in  accordance  with  regulations  5(3)  and  15(3)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1959. 

Since  the  middle  1950's  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  has  fluctuated 
narrowly  around  22,000.  This  year  it  has  risen  above  23,000  and  is  the  highest 
figure  ever  recorded  in  the  Rural  District.  Births  fell  from  last  year's  figure  of  335  to 
313;  similarly  deaths  fell  from  270  to  268;  consequently  with  a  higher  population  both 
the  birth  and  death  rate  decreased.  The  natural  increase  of  population,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  also  fell  from  65  to  45.  The  same  number  of  stillbirths  occurred 
this  year  as  last  giving  a  slight  rise  in  the  rate  of  22  stillbirths  per  total  live  and 
stillbirths.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  Hospital  confinements 
again  rose  being  64%  of  all  births. 

For  the  first  time  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
reflects  considerable  credit  on  the  ante-natal  and  health  teaching  to  expectant 
mothers  and  their  acceptance  of  such  important  basic  preventive  principles.  Careful 
selection  of  cases  for  home  or  hospital  delivery  is  vital  for  the  greatest  well-being  of 
both  mother  and  child.  The  triad  of  support  of  the  mother  with  a  young  child  is 
completed  by  conscientious  health  visiting  by  the  nursing  staff  to  these  families. 

The  comparative  rates  for  England  and  Wales  in  1967  showed  that  the  Rural 
District  birth  and  infant  death  rates  are  lower,  whilst  the  general  death  and  stillbirth 
rates  are  higher. 

The  principal  infectious  disease  occurring  during  the  year  was  the  measles 
epidemic  lasting  from  January  to  July.  The  largest  percentage  of  cases  occurred  in 
primary  school  children  (52%)  followed  by  22%  in  the  age  group  1  -  3  years.  At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  preparations  are  being  made  to  protect  children  between 
the  ages  of  4  -  7  years  against  this  disease.  Reflection  on  the  results  of  protective 
procedures  used  in  the  last  20  years  clearly  indicate  the  benefits  to  the  child 
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population.  The  relevant  facts  are  as  follows:  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  world- 
war  in  England  and  Wales  diphtheria  occurred  in  nearly  65,000  persons,  about  3,000 
died,  2,744  being  children.  In  1965  there  were  only  23  notifications  amongst 
children  and  no  deaths.  National  figures  for  whooping  cough  have  fallen  from 
155,130  in  1950  to  12,624  in  1965.  In  the  same  period  deaths  fell  from  393  to  21. 

All  these  deaths  occurred  in  pre-school  children.  The  last  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis 
in  this  country  was  in  1947  when  2,700  cases  were  notified  and  168  children  under 
school  leaving  age  died.  10  years  later  vaccination  began  and  has  continued 
intensively  with  the  result  that  only  1 1  cases  were  notified  in  1965,  no  deaths 
occurred.  Whilst  improved  living  conditions,  living  standards,  drug  treatment, 
and  case  finding  methods,  have  contributed  to  a  reduction  in  Tuberculosis,  B.C.G. 
vaccination  is  an  essential  protective  measure  which  came  into  general  use  in  1953. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  century  3,000  children  of  school  age  died  from  the  various 
forms  of  Tuberculosis.  60  years  later  the  total  notifications  had  fallen  to  one  third  of 
the  deaths  in  1907. 

Success  must  not  give  way  to  complacency  as  infectious  diseases  will  only  remain 
in  abeyance  as  long  as  parents  of  young  children  realise  that  protection  against  them 
is  necessary  to  shield  the  community  from  future  epidemics  and  is  a  major  contribution 
to  the  general  health  of  their  children. 

Following  the  re-organisation  of  duties  between  the  Health  and  Surveyors 
Departments  this  year  has  been  one  of  consolidation  by  the  sanitary  inspectorate.  A 
number  of  surveys  of  the  district  relating  to  water,  sewage,  refuse  collection  and 
housing  were  completed  or  commenced.  Mr.  Blewett,  former  Housing  and  Water 
Manager  contributes  a  description  of  the  work  he  was  undertaking  in  1933  when  the 
last  review  of  local  authority  boundaries  took  place.  The  contrast  between  then  and 
now  is  most  marked,  and  the  coming  into  use  of  the  Stithians  Water  Impounding  Scheme 
underlines  the  magnitude  of  public  health  services  which  become  necessary  as  the 
scope  and  standard  of  living  improved  over  three  and  a  half  decades. 

In  presenting  my  eighth  Annual  Report  for  your  district  I  wish  to  express  my 
thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Members  of  the  Committee, 
Officers  of  the  Council  and  for  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  tne  Area  Health  Office.

(f)  Ambulance  Service  -  Section  27 


During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from  Tolvean 
Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at  weekends  cover  is 
given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  at  Helston, 
using  their  own  ambulance. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  controlled  and  are  thus 
instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This  frequently  has  enabled  the  Depot 
Controller  to  direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  an  accident. 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  -  Section  28 

1 .  Nursing  Equipment 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are  treated  by  the  Home 
Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles, 
bedpans,  bed  rests,  air  cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting  can  be  had  on  loan. 
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2.  Hospital  -  After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital  staffs.  Back¬ 
ground  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical 
staff  and  advance  requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or  supervisory 
visits  which  the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

3.  Welfare  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  3  Welfare 
Officers  and  4  Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  Area  2.  The  Family  Welfare  Worker 
devotes  her  time  to  problem  families. 

4.  Mental  Health 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  provide 
for  admission  to  hospital  to  all  mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally  subnormal 
persons,  and  their  subsequent  after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community. 

5.  Long  Stay  Immigrants 

Medical  arrangements  for  immigrants  include  the  offer  of  an  x-ray  of  the  chest 
and  the  registration  of  the  person  and  his  family  with  a  family  doctor.  Most 
immigrants  in  the  Rural  District  are  food  handlers  employed  fora  number  of  months 
each  year  in  the  hotel  business.  Five  notifications  of  incoming  immigrants  were 
received  during  the  year. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  -  Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  59  cases  in  Helston  and  Kerrier  were  being 
served  by  a  Home  Help,  this  increased  by  4  and  3  neighbourly  helps  by  the  31st 
December,  1967.  There  were  57  new  cases  during  the  year.  Throughout  the  year 
the  equivalent  of  6  full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed.

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(i)  Problem  Families 


Most  families  with  social  problems  which  are  beyond  their  capacity  to  solve 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  because  of  their  living  environment. 

If  in  unfit  houses  or  caravans  the  state  and  size  of  the  home  is  inadequate  for  the 
family;  if  in  council  houses,  overcrowding,  arrears  of  rent,  bad  housekeeping, 
unclean  state  of  the  home,  are  the  problems  which  have  to  be  tackled.  Each 
Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  all  the  families  with  whom  she 
deals,  and  when  she  feels  that  a  family  needs  day-to-day  support  in  their  home 
because  of  major  or  multiple  social  problems,  she  enlists  the  help  of  the  Family 
Welfare  Worker.  Two  Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  the  Helston/Kerrier  area. 

During  the  year  Supervision  and  help  was  given  to  14  families  in  the  Ruraf 
District.  One  family  ceased  to  have  family  welfare  help  and  one  new  family 
was  added  to  the  Family  Welfare  Workers  Case  Loads.

ENVIROMENTAL  HYGIENE 


Water  Supplies  and  Sampling 

Mains  water  is  now  supplied  to  the  majority  of  premises  in  the  District,  however 
the  more  remote  areas  must,  of  a  necessity,  depend  on  well  water,  springs  and  boreholes. 
Village  untreated  water  supplies  are  at  Halwin,  Porkellis  and  Nancegollan. 

The  quality  of  non-mains  water  can  vary  from  time  to  time  and  a  constant  control 
has  to  be  maintained  normally  through  sampling.  Where  unsatisfactory  samples  are 
obtained  the  normal  practice  is  to  advise  all  users  of  the  water  to  boil  before  use;  in 
addition  the  supply  source  and  surrounding  area  is  thoroughly  examined  for  possible 
pollution  preventative  measures,  subsequently  further  check  samples  are  taken.

ST1THIANS  WATER  IMPOUNDING  SCHEME 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Mitchell  of  Messrs.  Herbert  Lapworth  Partners  for  the 
following  information  on  the  scheme  and  the  use  of  the  photograph  and  the  layout  plan. 

In  1945  various  schemes  for  improving  the  water  supply  to  Kerrier  Rural  District  were 
investigated.  Two  years  later  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineer  recommended  a  dam 
site  at  Kennal  at  Carnvullock.  A  40  ft.  high  dam  can  store  300  million  gallons  of  water 
to  give  a  yield  of  1 .33  million  gallons  a  day. 

A  Joint  Advisory  Committee  was  formed,  comprising  members  of  Camborne-Redruth 
Urban  District  Council,  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council  and  Truro  Rural  District  Council 
and,  at  the  first  meeting  in  April,  1956,  the  above  Consulting  Engineers  were  requested 
to  report  on  an  impounding  scheme  at  Stithians  to  supply  water  to  the  area  of  the  three 
Councils.  The  Engineers'  report  recommended  the  construction  of  a  concrete  dam,  a 
water  treatment  works  and  pumping  station  at  Carnvullock,  together  with  the  laying  of 
trunk  mains  and  the  construction  of  a  service  reservoir  on  Cammenellis  Hill. 

In  1957,  the  Stithians  Joint  Water  Committee  was  formed  and  approved  the  proposed 
scheme  and  draft  Water  Order. 

After  a  Public  Inquiry  in  Helston  on  3rd  May,  1960,  the  Minister  was  satisfied  of 
the  need  for  the  scheme  and  "The  Kerrier  Rural  Water  Order  1961  "  was  made  on  20th 
December  1961  and  came  into  operation  on  27th  February,  1962. 

The  final  scheme  comprised:- 

The  construction  of  a  concrete  dam  to  form  a  reservoir  with  a  top  water  level 
of  532.0  A.O.D.,  a  capacity  of  1,190  million  gallons  and  a  gross  yield  of 
3.5  m.g.d. 
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The  construction  of  a  water  treatment  works  and  pumping  station  to  produce 
a  maximum  of  2.9  m.g  .d. 

The  laying  of  trunk  mains  to  Roskrow  Wood  Reservoir  (Kerrier  R.D.C.)., 

Lanner  Hill  Reservoir  (Cambome-Redruth  U.D.C.),  Cammenellis 
Reservoir  (Cambome-Redruth  U.D.C.  and  Kerrier  R.D.C.)  and  to 
Chacewater  (Truro  R.D.C.) 

The  construction  of  a  service  reservoir  of  1,000,000  gallons  capacity  at 
Cammenel  I  is. 

The  erection  of  three  Staff  Bungalows  on  the  site  of  the  Dam  and  the 
provision  of  a  Water  Bailiff's  Bungalow  at  Polhigey  Moor,  Wendron. 

The  diversion  of  three  county  roads. 

The  water  treatment  plant  is  designed  for  a  flow  of  120,000  gallons  per  hour  and 
consists  of  an  inlet  mixing  chamber,  four  vertical  flow  hopper  bottom  sedimentation  tanks, 
four  rapid  gravity  sand  filters  and  mechanical  equipment  for  the  preparation  and  dosing  of 
chemicals . 

The  raw  water  entering  the  mixing  chamber  at  the  bottom  is  closed  with  solutions  of 
aluminium  sulphate  and  lime  which  becomes  thoroughly  mixed  during  the  rise  of  water  in 
the  chamber.  The  chemically  treated  water  passes  from  this  chamber  at  the  top  into  a 
concrete  channel,  constructed  between  the  two  pairs  of  sedimentation  tanks,  from  which  it 
is  conveyed  through  sluice  valves  and  piping  to  the  bottom  of  each  tank. 

Sedimentation  and  flocculation  of  the  chemically  treated  water  takes  place  in  the 
tanks  whereby  a  continuous  process  of  flocculation  and  settlement  of  suspended  impurities 
and  coagulated  colour  forms  a  suspended  zone  of  sludge  in  the  hopper  section  of  the 
tanks.  This  sludge  zone  or  "blanket"  acts  as  a  pre-filter  for  all  incoming  chemically 
treated  water  so  that  the  water  decanted  from  the  tanks  should  be  of  negligible  colour  and 
contain  only  some  very  light  floe  particles.  The  sludge  zone  level  is  controlled  by 
drawing  off  sludge  through  automatic  and  hand  controlled  drain  valves.  The  settled 
water,  drawn  off  by  the  decanting  troughs,  is  conveyed  by  a  concrete  channel  to  the 
four  rapid  gravity  sand  filters  which  provide  the  final  polishing  treatment  by  removing  all 
suspended  matter  and  floe  from  the  water.  These  filters  are  arranged  for  hand  control  from 
individual  filter  control  consoles  located  in  the  upper  gallery  of  the  Filter  House. 

From  the  inlet  channel  the  water  is  discharged  through  penstocks  into  the  filters. 
After  passing  through  the  sand  and  pebble  bed  the  filtered  water  is  collected  by  the 
underdrain  system  to  pass  out  through  the  filter  outlet  controllers  into  the  filtered  water 
channel . 
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Chlorine  is  also  dosed  in  the  filtered  water  channel  prior  to  the  water  passing 
into  the  clear  water  tank  which  has  a  series  of  longitudinal  baffle  walls  to  ensure 
adequate  mixing  and  contact  time,  before  the  water  passes  into  supply. 


In  September  1967  Mr.  Brett,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reported  to 
the  Water  and  Sewage  Committee  as  follows: 


A  bulk  supply  of  water  from  the  Stithians  Works  commenced  on  the  14th  August,  and 
is  being  taken  at  a  rate  of  approximately  400,000  gallons  per  day. 


Consequential  upon  the  taking  of  this  supply,  the  bulk  supply  from  Falmouth 
Corporation  has  been  discontinued,  and  the  Council's  pumping  stations  closed  down  so 
far  as  practicable.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


No  further  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  but  the  Ruan  Minor  and  The 
Lizard  sewage  scheme  was  commenced  in  1966  and  should  be  in  operation  by  the  late 
summer  of  1968.  The  sewage  schemes  for  (a)  Stithians  and  Ponsanooth  and  (b)  Mawnan 
Smith  and  Budock  should  be  the  next  schemes  to  be  put  to  the  Ministry  and  out  for 
contract.

Preliminary  investigations  were  commenced  and  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  convenience  at  Polpeor,  The  Lizard. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  number  of  loads  empties  in  the  year  were  2,01  8.  The  service  has  been  in 
full  demand  as  usual  even  though  the  Local  Authority  no  longer  empty  cesspits  at 
commercial  premises.  These  now  being  emptied  by  a  private  firm. 

The  Local  Authority's  old  cesspool  emptier  950  AAF  was  declared  no  longer  road 
worthy  and  was  taken  off  the  road  in  July  1967.  During  the  months  of  March  -  April  the 
old  vehicle  was  finally  used  for  oil  pollution  treatment  purposes  following  the  "Torrey 
Canyon"  incident. 

During  the  summer  season  when  the  demand  was  greater,  398  loads  were  emptied 
for  the  Council  by  a  private  firm.  Therefore  the  total  number  of  loads  emptied  for  the 
year  was  2,416. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  usage  of  the  cesspool  emptier  for  Council 
sewage  plants  and  in  order  to  cope  with  the  Council's  own  demands  and  private  requests 
an  additional  vehicle  should  be  provided. 

The  Council's  cesspool  emptier  in  use  has  a  capacity  of  1,100  gallons  and  was 
registered  on  the  3rd  August  1965  (DAF  72 C). 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council's  vehicles  are  as  follows:- 

1  S.  &  D.  fore  and  aft  tipper  registered  2nd  October,  1961  (865  MCV) 

1  S.  &  D.  Pakamatic  registered  1st  July,  1964  (580  WAF) 

1  S.  &  D.  side  loader  registered  10th  August,  1965  (DAF  71  C) 

It  should  be  realised  that  just  as  work  increases  on  the  administrative  front  in  the 
offices  with  necessary  extra  staff  appointed  and  a  consequent  increase  in  costs,  so  the 
external  services  of  the  Council  likewise  shows  an  increase. 

A  number  of  factors  account  for  the  increase  in  Refuse  Collection  services  such  as 
higher  standards  of  living  producing  more  waste;  use  of  more  prepacked  goods  and 
disposable  articles;  householders  requiring  a  weekly  collection  where  hitherto  they  have 
been  satisfied  with  collection  fortnightly  or  monthly,  i.e.  in  certain  isolated  areas;  the 
steady  growth  in  new  dwellings  running  at  the  rate  of  approximately  150  per  annum 
together  with  conversion  of  dwellings  to  flats,  modernisation  of  older  dwellings;  extra 
accommodation  additions  to  dwellings;  increased  number  of  touring  and  tent  sites; 
longer  haulage  due  to  cessation  of  tips  in  the  western  area  -  this  factor  will  be  more 
dominant  if  there  is  a  centralised  disposal  plant.  Increase  in  the  number  of  litter 
collection  points  and  frequency  of  emptying.  Collection  from  Culdrose  Naval  Air 
Station  every  Wednesday. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  last  vehicle  purchased  by  the  Local  Authority  was  the  old 
type  side  loader,  which  has  no  power  press  and  therefore  its  capacity  is  much  less  than 
the  fore  and  aft  tipper  and  the  pakamatic.  At  the  time  of  purchase  it  may  have  saved  the 
Council  several  hundred  pounds  but  I  think  it  can  be  now  accepted,  that  in  the  long  term, 
it  was  not  in  the  Council's  interest. 

Compared  with  the  other  vehicles,  refuse  collected  by  the  side  loader  involves  more 
haulage  in  relation  to  collection  and  should,  in  the  future,  be  used  for  sludge  removal, 
the  collection  of  extra  loads  to  the  normal  run,  special  collections,  I  itter  col  lection,  and 
as  a  standby  for  breakdowns  and  maintenance  periods  on  other  vehicles  as  the  time  is 
approaching  when  three  rear  loaders  will  be  required,  with  the  district  divided  into  three 
sections,  feeding  one  or  two  disposal  points,  the  side  loader  remaining  for  litter  collection 
and  general  relief  work  as  previously  mentioned. 

Larger  cubic  capacity  vehicles  are  an  essential  contribution  to  the  problem  of 
increased  refuse  collection.  Although  a  rural  area  is  restricted  by  narrow  lanes  and 
small  sea  and  riverside  villages  as  to  the  ultimate  size  of  refuse  vehicles,  I  believe 
there  could  be  a  slight  increase  in  vehicle  capacity  by  allowing  any  future  choice  of 
vehicles  to  be  equal  in  length  and  width  to  the  old  side  loaders,  together  with  a  slight 
increase  in  height. 
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Compared  with  surrounding  Local  Authorities  this  Council's  refuse  collection 
service  is  running  on  a  less  number  of  vehicles. 

During  the  year  the  Cornwall  County  Council  provided  paper  sack  receptacles 
and  stands  at  laybys  throughout  the  district  and  this  Council  have  now  resolved  to 
purchase  similar  types  of  litter  receptacles  in  the  future. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
outside  workmen  who  have  well  maintained  the  Council's  outside  services. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  have  a  number  of  long  serving  workmen, 
e.g .  1  has  completed  20  years  and  over,  3  have  completed  12  years  and  over  and  6 
have  completed  5  years  and  over. 

New  leases  were  agreed  during  the  year  for  continued  refuse  disposal  at 
Constantine  and  Newton,  Mull  ion.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  progress  will 
be  made  to  the  installation  of  a  centralised  refuse  disposal  plant. 

Total  No.  of  loads  of  refuse  collected  2,072 

Estimated  total  tonnage  6,216 

The  Local  Authority  has  now  agreed  to  provide  the  outside  workmen  with  the 
following  items  of  protective  clothing,  i.e.  first  year  a  pair  of  gumboots,  water¬ 
proofed  coat  and  leggings  and  the  second  year  a  pair  of  gumboots  and  a  pair  of 
overalls,  also,  as  and  when  required,  industrial  type  gloves  are  issued. 

A  Joint  Sub-Committee  was  formed  consisting  of  Helston  Borough  and  the  Kerrier 
Rural  District  Council  to  investigate  a  possible  joint  refuse  disposal  pulverisation  or 
incineration  scheme,  the  first  meeting  being  held  on  20th  November,  1967. 

Rodent  Control 


This  has  been  a  service  which  has  been  in  regular  demand  and  the  Council  has  a 
trained  operator  for  this  purpose  who  works  on  rodent  control,  disinfection  and  general 
duties. 

During  the  period  6th  -  23rd  November,  the  sewage  systems  of  Constantine, 
Mullion,  St.  Keveme,  Praze,  Nancegol Ian  and  Mabe  were  successfully  treated  against 
rats. 
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Disinfection  and  Disinfestation  of  Houses 


This  service  is  used  very  infrequently  but  remains  available  for  urgent  and  sudden 
outbursts  of  demand . 

Anthrax 


Two  cases  of  anthrax  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  by  burning  as  requested  by 
the  Police  Authority.  Both  cases  were  cows  on  two  different  farms  in  the  Trenear, 
Wendron  and  Praa  Sands  areas. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order.  1957 

During  the  past  few  years  10  premises  have  been  licenced  for  the  boiling  of 
swill .  A  survey  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year  which  resulted  in  8 
licences  being  revoked,  due  mainly  to  persons  having  ceased  operations  or  premises 
not  being  kept  up  to  the  required  standard.  Two  premises,  therefore,  remain 
licenced.  One  person  was  found  to  be  operating  without  a  licence  and  was  instructed 
to  cease,  advice  on  the  construction  and  use  of  new  premises  was  given  and  work  is  in 
progress. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments

There  are  104  premises  licenced  for  the  sale  ancj/or  storage  of  petroleum  under 
the  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Act,  1928  and  1936. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  event  of  the  year  was  the  Department's  move  from  scattered  rooms  in  the 
original  building  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  new  rear  three  storey  office  extension. 

This  new  extension,  together  with  other  additions  and  improvements  to  the  original 
building,  have  set  a  worthwhile  example  to  the  other  premises  subject  to  the  above 
Act. 
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Now  that  the  Council  have,  as  it  were,  set  their  own  house  in  order,  it  is 
hoped  that  owners  of  premises  to  be  visited  will  willingly  and  voluntarily  comply 
with  the  new  standards  required. 

The  above  move  into  new  offices  involving  setting  out  furniture,  fittings,  files, 
etc.  was  the  opportunity  to  commence  some  internal  administrative  re-organisation  and 
the  transfer  of  papers,  plans,  etc.  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  connection  with 
Building  Regulations. 

The  year  was  one  of  staff  replacement  and  with  a  return  to  an  internal 
Departmental  staff  of  five,  to  commence  on  the  1st  January,  1968,  the  Department 
will  be  in  an  improved  position  to  cope  with  outstanding  work,  growing  public  demands 
and  increasing  National  Legislation.

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LIFEGUARDS,  SURF  LIFESAVING  CLUBS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  most  important  news  is  that  once  again  no  lives  were  lost  in  the  sea  off 
beaches  served  by  Clubs  and/or  Lifeguards. 


POLDHU 


Lifeguards  at  Poldhu  assisted  15  people  back  to  safety  on  the  beach,  in  five  of 
these  cases  the  Hicks  reel,  line  and  belt  was  used  whilst  in  five  other  cases  the 
lifeguards  used  a  malibu  board  to  effect  the  rescues.  The  remaining  five  people  were 
helped  back  to  shore  by  lifeguards  using  no  equipment.  In  addition,  advice  was  given 
to  many  people  unaware  of  the  dangers  of  rip  currents,  etc. 

POLDHU  LIFEGUARDS 


Lifeguards  were  employed  on  a  seven  day  week  (10a. m.  -  6  p.m.)  basis.  The 
senior  Lifeguard  was  Mr.  D.  J.  Hailey,  a  student  and  member  of  the  Gunwalloe  Surf 
Lifesaving  Club,  assisted  by  Mr.  N.D.A.  Thurston  also  a  student  and  member  of  the 
Gunwalloe  Surf  Lifesaving  Club.  They  were  appointed  from  1st  July  1967  to  24th 
September  1967. 

PRAA  SANDS 

Lifeguards  at  Praa  Sands  effected  15  rescues,  the  majority  of  these  being  carried 
out  with  the  use  of  malibu  boards.  A  further  thirty-one  people,  thought  to  be  in 
potential  danger,  were  helped  to  the  shore.  Lifeguards  also  dealt  with  many  minor 
first  aid  cases,  although  none  of  these  required  further  treatment. 

A  young  boy  brought  unconscious  from  a  pool  of  water  was  given  mouth -to- mouth 
resusciation  by  a  lifeguard  and  a  member  of  Praa  Sands  Lifesaving  Club  for  several 
hours,  both  on  the  beach  and  in  hospital .  Unfortunately,  however,  the  boy  collapsed 
and  died  the  following  day. 

A  young  woman  was  rescued  in  rough  sea  by  two  cadet  members  of  the  Surf  Club. 
The  patient  was  subsequently  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  shock  where  she 
recovered.  This  rescue  occurred  in  the  centre  of  the  beach,  when  the  lifeguards  were 
patrolling  the  flagged  area  at  the  western  end.  The  two  cadets  concerned  have  been 
recommended  to  the  Royal  Humane  Society  for  consideration  as  possible  recipients  of 
awards. 
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PRAA  SANDS  LIFEGUARDS 


Lifeguards  were  employed  on  a  six  day  week  basis,  i.e.  except  Saturday 
00  a.m.  -  6  p.m.).  The  senior  lifeguard  was  Mr.  J.  Brown  an  Australian,  who  was 
assisted  by  Mr.  R.M.  Reading,  also  from  Australia.  They  were  appointed  from  1st 
July  1967  to  1st  September  1967. 

On  Saturdays  the  Praa  Sands  Surf  Lifesaving  Club  took  over  lifeguard  duties  and 
also  assisted  on  Sundays. 

MULLION  SURF  LIFESAVING  CLUB 


Have  had  no  incidents  but  have  improved  considerably  in  the  past  year.  Club 
members  taking  examinations  for  the  first  time  in  several  years. 

GUNWALLOE  (CHURCH  COVE) 

Lifeguard  duties  were  carried  out  by  the  Gunwalloe  Surf  Lifesaving  Club. 
Gunwalloe  Surf  Lifesaving  Club  have  had  one  incident  involving  an  air  bed  and  two 
very  good  cliff  rescues.  The  Club  has  had  a  great  deal  of  success  in  competition 
again  this  year  and  has  again  had  examination  passes.  The  Club  house  is  hoped  to  be 
completed  by  June  1st  1968.  The  one  main  regret  within  the  Club  is  the  fact  that 
they  will  not  be  able  to  afford  one  of  the  main  treatments  of  first  aid  -  water,  but  they 
will  install  the  plumbing  so  that  they  will  only  have  one  building  bill. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  box  lines  this  year  as  a  result  of  a 
meeting  early  in  1967  when  complaints  were  made  regarding  the  maintenance  of  this 
particular  equipment. 

Next  year  the  lines  should  have  a  good  strength  test  as  some  of  them  are  now  over 
10  years  old  and  may  need  replacing. 

The  new  Council  notice  boards  were  well  received  and  saved  a  lot  of  lifeguard 
time  by  way  of  verbal  explanation.

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HISTORICAL  REVIEW 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.T.  Blewett,  who  retied  in  May  1967  after  34  years 
service  with  the  Council,  for  the  following  report  which  I  feel  will  be  of  interest: 

In  1933,  when  I  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Clerk  of  Works, 
the  Council  was  comprised  of  15  parishes,  including  Porthleven,  which  was  situated 
partly  in  Breage  and  partly  in  Sithney  parishes.  The  district  was  known  as  the  Helston 
R.D.C. 

There  were  only  twelve  Council  Houses  which  were  situated  in  the  parish  of 
Breage,  at  Porthleven,  and  known  as  Wellington  Terrace. 

The  number  of  Council  houses  that  were  taken  over  at  the  1934  Boundary  Review 
was  53.  Today  the  Council  possess  879  houses. 

Refuse  Collection 

After  the  Boundary  Review  and  the  present  Kerrier  R.D.C.  was  formed  the 
following  additional  collections  came  into  being: 

A.  Fortnightly  collections  for  Stithians  Village  and  parts  of  Wendron  and  St.  Gluvias 
by  a  man  with  a  lorry. 

B.  Fortnightly  collections  at  Constantine  by  a  man  with  a  horse  and  cart. 

C.  Fortnightly  collections  at  Leedstown  by  a  man  with  a  horse  and  cart. 

D.  Fortnightly  collections  at  Mawnan  by  a  man  with  a  lorry. 

At  a  later  annual  meeting  the  renewal  of  contracts  for  this  work  was  discussed 
and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a  "Karrier  Bantam"  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  carry 
out  a  fortnightly  collection  throughout  the  district. 

As  far  as  I  can  remember  the  only  parts  of  the  Helston  R.D.C.  that  had  any 
household  refuse  collected  were  as  follows: 

Village  of  Praze  A  fortnightly  collection  by  a  man  with  a  donkey  and  cart. 

Village  of  Breage  and  Ashton  A  fortnightly  collection  by  a  man  with  a  horse  and 

cart. 
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Villages  of  Ruan  Minor  and  Cadgwith  A  fortnightly  collection  by  a  man  with  a 

horse  and  cart. 

Village  of  Fourlanes  Monthly  collection  by  a  man  with  a  horse  and  cart. 

Village  of  Porthleven  Weekly  collection  by  a  man  with  a  horse  and  cart. 

Staffing,  etc.  Here  are  some  interesting  facts  of  conditions  in  those  days: 

The  late  Mr.  W.E.  Williams  was  part  time  Clerk  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.V. 
Ratcliffe.  Mr.  W.J.  Thomas,  our  present  Clerk,  doing  most  of  the  day-to-day 
administration. 

The  late  Mr.  W.E.  Williams  was  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  and  Rating  Officer 
with  Mr.  H.  Pryor,  now  Treasurer  of  New  Town  Development  as  Assistant. 

Until  my  appointment  the  late  Mr.  R.  J.  Weame  was  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  and  also  prepared  all  plans,  specifications,  etc.  for  the  Council  Houses  (I 
had  to  copy  his  specifications  in  long  hand).  All  necessary  inspections  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  were  carried  out  by  us,  and  there  were  over  1,600  farms  and 
small  holdings  to  inspect. 

Mr.  Wearne's  only  office  was  the  front  room  of  his  dwelling  house,  where  he 
carried  out  all  interviews  and  did  his  drawings,  etc. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  these  "Good  Old  Days"  all  Council  and  Committee 
Meetings  were  held  in  the  boardroom  at  the  Workhouse  on  Saturday  afternoons. 

Helston  Rural  District  Council  (October  1933  to  April  1934) 

A  brief  resume  of  sewerage  works  and  water  supplies  in  the  above-mentioned 
Rural  Distrist  is  as  follows. 

Previous  to  the  Boundary  Review  in  1934  the  village  of  Porthleven  formed  a  part 
of  the  parishes  of  Breage  and  Sithney,  and  the  village  was  up-to-date  in  so  far  that  it 
had  a  piped  water  supply  for  which  the  Statutory  Undertakers  were  the  Helston  and 
Porthleven  Water  Co.  a  sewerage  system  with  the  crude  sewage  discharging  in  a  sea 
outfall  (recently  the  sea  outfall  has  been  extended  and  improved)  was  another  great 
asset  to  the  village. 
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Part  of  the  village  of  Coverack  was  also  served  by  a  sewerage  system  which 
terminated  in  a  sea  out-fall  between  the  harbour  and  the  beach.  With  the  exception 
of  one  small  extension  to  take  the  sewage  of  half  a  dozen  new  properties  the  existing 
system  is  as  originally  installed  and  with  only  part  of  the  village  sewered.  Coverack 
was  also  partially  served  with  a  piped  water  supply  (untreated),  the  source  or  sources 
of  which  were  five  wells,  the  water  from  wells  was  piped  to  a  collecting  tank 
situated  at  the  back  of  Mill  Garage,  and  from  there  the  water  was  pumped  by  a  ram, 
or  in  times  of  drought  when  there  was  not  sufficient  water  in  the  adjacent  stream  to 
work  the  ram  by  a  diesel  engine  and  "four  throw"  Tangy  pump,  to  a  12,000  gallon 
reservoir  situated  near  the  village  school. 

It  is  amusing  to  note  that  one  of  the  wells  was  known  as  "Oxo"  well  as  in  the 
course  of  sinking  a  cow  fell  in  and  some  difficultly  was  experienced  in  getting  it 
out.  It  should  be  stated  that  both  the  sewerage  system  and  village  water  supply  had 
received  the  approval  of  the  then  Ministry  of  Health. 

Praze  village  was  served  by  a  piped  water  supply,  the  Statutory  Undertakers 
being  the  Camborne  Water  Co.  A  clause  in  the  legal  document  drawn  up  between 
the  Water  Co.  and  the  Helston  R.D.C.  granting  them  permission  to  take  the  water 
from  the  Cargenwyn  area  of  the  parish  of  Crowan,  made  it  compulsory  for  the  Water 
Co.  to  allow  a  2 pipe  to  discharge  water  from  the  source  of  supply  to  the  village 
of  Crown  Churchtown  where  it  terminated  in  the  form  of  an  open  shute,  where  the 
villages  and  adjacent  farmers  would  collect  water  (in  recent  years  this  agreement 
has  been  terminated  and  the  Water  Co.  have  provided  a  piped  water  supply 
throughout  the  village  and  by  so  doing  have  saved  wasting  water  which  used  to  run 
into  the  stream) . 

Mullion  village  had  two  piped  water  supplies.  The  Mull  ion  Water  Co.  were  the 
Statutory  Undertakers  of  the  supply  that  served  the  greater  part  of  the  village  and  a 
private  owner  haa  a  supply  which  served  some  properties  around  the  higher  parts  of 
the  village.  There  was  no  sewerage  system  in  the  village. 

The  village  of  Porthallow  had  a  standpipe  supply  of  water  (untreated).  Water 
was  collected  from  springs  at  Parc-an-Tidno  farm,  run  into  a  three  thousand  gallon 
underground  tank  and  a  two  inch  galvanised  main  laid  through  the  village  serving 
six  or  seven  standpipes.  There  was  a  combined  stormwater  and  foulwater  drain 
discharging  into  the  stream  at  the  bottom  of  the  village. 

Parts  of  the  parish  of  Sithney  including  the  village  of  Sithney  Churchtown  were 
served  by  a  supply  of  water  by  the  Helston  and  Porthleven  Water  Co. 
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Part  of  the  village  of  The  Lizard  was  served  by  a  stormwater  and  foulwater 
drain  which  finally  became  a  sewer,  discharging  in  a  small  cove. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  villages  served  by  a  combined  storm  and 
foul  water  drain  were  the  following  villages. 

Praze  discharging  into  a  stream  at  the  bottom  of  the  village. 

St.  Keverne  discharging  into  a  stream  at  the  bottom  of  Well  Lane. 

Breage  Bakers  Row  and  Reppers  Row  had  a  communal  drain  that  discharged  storm  and 
foul  water  in  an  open  cesspool  in  the  comer  of  an  adjacent  field. 

Leeds  town  a  storm  water  catchpit  near  the  northern  comer  of  the  hotel  was  used  by 
the  villagers  for  tipping  soapy  and  other  water  into,  this  discharged, 
after  collecting  foul  and  storm  water  from  African  Row,  into  an  open 
cesspool  in  the  comer  of  an  adjacent  field. 

As  far  as  my  memory  serves  me  these  were  the  general  conditions  existing  pre 
1934.  It  will  of  course  be  appreciated  that  practically  every  village  and  hamlet  had 
one  or  more  pumps  and  many  of  the  "wealthy"  inhabitants  had  constructed  large 
underground  water  tanks  and  collected  rainwater  from  the  house. 

In  April  1934  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council  came  into  being  when  the  village 
of  Porthleven,  also  Meneage  Road  and  Water-ma- Trout,  was  joined  to  the  Borough  of 
Helston.  Fourlanes  was  added  to  the  Cambome-Redruth  U.D.C. 

The  parishes  of  Constantine,  Budock,  Mabe,  St.  Gluvias,  Mawnan  Smith  and 
Stithians  and  the  remainder  of  the  Helston  R.D.C.  forming  the  new  Kerrier  R.D.C. 

Parts  of  the  villages  of  Mawnan,  Constantine  and  Ponsanooth  (in  the  parish  of 
St.  Gluvias)  had  piped  or  standpipe  water  supplies  (untreated).  There  were  no 
sewerage  systems  in  any  of  the  parishes  but  the  village  of  Constantine  had  a  combined 
foul  and  storm  water  drain. 

The  only  two  public  conveniences  were  very  small  ones  at  Cadgwith  and  Mull  ion 
Cove."

HOUSING 


Without  doubt  Housing  Act  work  has  continued  to  be  an  important  duty  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  occupies  a  large  amount  of  the  Officers  time. 
However,  such  time  is  worthwhile  and  satisfying  as  it  leads  to  improved  housing 


conditions  for  people  in  our  district.

During  the  year  a  second  survey  of  Constantine  was  completed  and  25  dwellings 
were  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  action  taken  under  Section  16, 
Housing  Act,  1957.  Re-housing  where  appropriate,  will  be  offered  on  the  new  Counci 
Estate  (Wheal  Vyvyan)  at  Constantine  where  36  houses  and  4  old  persons  bungalows 
(Penbothidno  Estate)  will  be  built  in  1968-  69.

The  Parish  of  Cury  was  surveyed,  53  houses  closely  examined  out  of  which  7  were 
declared  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  action  under  Section  16,  Housing  Act,1957 
will  be  taken  when  the  proposed  houses  at  White  Cross,  Cury  are  commenced. 

Members  may  be  interested  to  know  that  nationally,  according  to  figures  supplied 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government,  there  are  about  1,800,000  unfit 
dwellings  and  another  4,  700,000  are  seriously  deficient  in  amenities  or  repair.  Also 
that  approximately  26%  of  dwellings  in  England  are  over  80  years  old. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


Improvement  Grant  applications  are  dealt  with  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's 
Department  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  towards  uplifting  sub-standard 
dwellings . 

As  in  past  years.  Improvement  Grants  towards  the  cost  of  improving  sub¬ 
standard  houses  has  continued  to  be  an  important  factor  in  reducing  the  number  of 
unfit  dwellings. 

Improvement  Grants  help  to  preserve  and  renovate  the  existing  stock  of  houses; 
contribute  to  keeping  the  character  of  the  Rural  area;  assist  in  reducing  the  demand 
for  new  building  plots  on  valuable  agricultural  land;  prevent  demolition  of  dwellings 
and  in  some  cases  obviate  the  necessity  for  the  Council  to  provide  housing  accommo¬ 
dation  . 

The  total  number  of  houses  improved  by  both  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants 
has  now  reached  774  and  represents  13  years  good  progress.

HOMELESS  FAMILIES 


In  June  a  meeting  was  held  between  the  County  Council  as  Welfare  Authority 
and  the  District  Councils  as  Housing  Authorities  in  relation  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  circular  on  temporary  accommodation  for  homeless 
families.  The  adverse  social  factors  which  account  for  most  families  being  without 
a  home  are  unsupported  mothers,  persistent  rent  arrears,  families  who  have  never 
had  a  home,  those  with  no  local  claim  for  re-housing  and  problem  families.  The 
following  suggestions  were  made  to  prevent  families  becoming  homeless:- 

1 .  More  use  should  be  made  of  the  County  Council's  Rent  Guarantee  Scheme  and 
action  should  be  taken  by  Housing  Authorities  before  large  rent  arrears  accrue. 

2.  The  Ministry  of  Social  Security  should  be  asked  to  pay  rent  direct  to  Housing 
Authorities  in  more  instances. 

3.  More  Family  Welfare  Workers  are  needed  to  tackle  the  deeper  social  problems 
responsible  for  persistent  rent  arrears. 

4.  Housing  Authorities  should  have  available  older  houses  which  would  accommodate 
the  type  of  socially  inadequate  family  liable  to  be  without  a  home. 

5.  Both  Welfare  and  Housing  Authorities  agreed  that  homeless  families  should  be 
accommodated  in  the  community  and  that  the  split  up  of  the  family  should  be 
avoided  which  happens  when  mother  and  children  are  taken  into  the  care  of  a 
local  authority. 

Housing  of  the  aged  was  discussed  at  this  meeting  as  Waiting  Lists  for  residential 
homes  continue  to  lengthen  without  any  prospect  of  the  demand  being  satisfied. 
Housing  Authorities  were  asked  to  accelerate  their  building  for  old  persons  and  the 
County  Council  announced  increased  grants  for  Wardens  Units.  The  occasional  use  of 
the  Family  Welfare  Worker  to  help  frail  old  people  in  their  homes  was  sometimes 
necessary  where  home  helps  were  not  available.

CARAVAN  SITES 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960  provided  for  licenced 
caravan  sites  having  also  Town  and  County  planning  permission. 

In  the  district  there  are  23  approved  Caravan  Sites  for  eight  or  more  caravans, 

7  approved  Caravan  Sites  for  three  to  six  caravans  and  2  Chalet  Sites. 

For  sanitation,  all  sites  below  have  water  closets,  wash  basins  and  laundry 
facilities.  The  majority  have  mains  water.  Although  showers  or  baths  have  to  be 
provided  for  residential  caravans  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  some  Holiday  Sites  have 
also  provided  baths  or  showers  which  improves  the  facilities  offered  to  holiday  makers.

TENT  SITES 


Public  Health  Act,  1936  -  Section  269 

During  recent  years  it  has  been  observed  that  the  steady  growth  in  tenting  by 
holiday  makers  has  continued  and  the  demand  for  Tent  Sites  will  have  to  be  met  by 
sites  specially  catering  for  tents  or  by  a  few  selected  existing  caravan  sites  being 
allowed  tents  on  adjacent  fields  and  properly  licenced  as  a  Tent  Site. 

Co-operation  with  Town  and  Country  Planning  on  this  matter  has  already  commenced 
and  joint  meetings  have  been  held.  Areas  have  been  agreed  upon,  in  principle,  to  where 
the  need  is  specially  urgent  and  consequently  further  Planning  Consents  are  to  be 
recommended  for  approval. 

Three  Tent  Sites  have  now  received  licences  from  the  Local  Authority  and  Town  & 
Country  Planning.  Additional  Tent  Sites  are  being  granted  Town  &  Country  Planning 
Permission  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  developed  in  1968-69.

There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  one  owned  by  F.M.C.  Ltd.  at 
Penvose,  Treluswell,  St.  Gluvias,  this  accounts  for  the  majority  of  slaughtering  and 
up  to  September  served  Falmouth,  Penryn  and  the  East  side  of  Kerrier  with  meat, 
since  then  meat  is  exported  out  of  the  county  to  various  main  cities.  The  other 
Slaughterhouse  is  a  small  privately  owned  one  on  the  outskirts  of  St.  Keverne 
village  serving  one  butcher.  There  are  9  slaughtermen  licenced  by  this  Council.

Three  carcases  (3  cows)  were  found  to  be  affected  with  viable  Cysticercus  Bovis 
and  were  sent  for  cold  storage  treatment.

Although  this  number  must  undoubtedly  have  increased  within  recent  years,  due 
to  staff  shortages  and  changeovers,  no  new  survey  has  been  carried  out.  Due  to 
pressure  of  work  no  routine  inspections  have  been  made.  However,  as  a  result  of 
complaints  from  neighbours  regarding  the  condition  of  food  premises  and  due  to 
application  for  registration  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  some  10  premises  have  been 
inspected  in  the  last  12  months.  This  is  approximately  5%  of  the  food  premises 
within  Kerrier.  Nine  of  these  premises  required  action  to  bring  them  up  to  the 
minimum  standard  required  by  the  Regulations  and  I  feel  that  even  without  the 
holiday  trade  within  this  district  considerably  more  frequent  inspections  are  necessary.

Mobile  Premises,  Stalls,  etc. 

No  survey  has  yet  been  carried  out  to  determine  the  number  of  mobile  premises, 
etc.  to  which  the  new  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 
1966  apply.  However,  two  premises,  both  fried  fish  and  chip  retailers  have  been 
inspected.  One  of  these  was  the  result  of  a  complaint,  the  other  being  a  new  trader 
starting  business  in  the  district.  Although  the  complaint  against  one  of  the  vehicles 
was  unjustified,  both  vehicles  were  found  to  be  operating  in  contravention  of  the 
regulations.  As  a  result  letters  were  sent  to  the  respective  owners  resulting  in  total 
compliance  by  one  trader  with  the  other  in  the  process  of  compliance.

Food  Condemnations 


As  a  consequence  of  the  low  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year, 
there  was  no  food  found  by  my  Inspectors  which  required  seizure  due  to  unfitness. 
However,  retailers  who  were  aware  of  our  policy  of  voluntary  surrender  made  use  of 
this  system  to  obtain  condemnation  certificates.

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1967  was  442  compared 
with  64  in  1966.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  cases  of 
Measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

No  cases  occurred  in  home  or  hospital  confinements  of  Kerrier  residents. 
Measles 


420  cases  were  notified  throughout  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year.  This  is  an 
increase  of  370  cases  from  1966. 

Dysentery 

In  June  notification  was  received  about  a  family  who  had  come  on  holiday  to 
the  District  from  an  infected  area.  Follow  up  of  the  family  identified  one  carrier. 
This  infection  cleared  up  rapidly  with  treatment.  The  other  notified  case  occurred  in 
a  Service  family  in  which  two  members  became  carriers  for  a  short  period. 

Brucellosis 


During  the  year  30  herd  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retail  producers  in  the 
District;  This  disease  was  notified  in  two  herds  whose  milk  supplies  were  diverted  for 
pasteurisation  under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations. 

Two  cases  of  Human  Brucellosis  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  1967. 

Paratyphoid 

In  August  notification  was  received  that  a  family  who  were  on  leave  in  Garnwall 
were  contacts  of  a  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  in  Nairobi.  This  family  were  investigated 
but  no  evidence  of  infection  was  found. 
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Anthrax 


Under  the  Anthrax  Order  (1950)  25  notices  declaring  and  defining  infected 
places  were  received.  In  two  instances  this  was  confirmed,  but  in  the  other  23  cases 
the  suspicion  of  Anthrax  in  animals  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

Smallpox 

Two  persons  were  kept  under  surveillance  during  the  year.  Each  had  come  into 
the  country  from  smallpox  areas. 

Tuberculosis 


The  case  incidence  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  dropped  from  last  year's 
total  of  4  to  1.  The  case  incidence  was  0.04  per  1,000  of  the  population.  12 
contacts  of  this  new  notification  were  investigated.
